For some days tiie Bakers have 
beeu on trial at Manchester for mur- 
der. Tom Baker had killed William 
White, a brother of Sheriff Beverly 
White. Others of the Baker faction 
had on Friday beeu released as uot 
implicated. 

New indictments were returned 
against Tom Baker and his son Jim 
and Wiley Baker, brottnr of Tom, for 
the killing of Wilson Howard and 
Burch Storr, and shooting Bal How- 
ard with intent to kill. 

Ou Saturday afternoon, while Tom 
Baker was standing in the door ot the 
guard tent, the report of a Winches- 
tur rifle rang out and Tom Baker fell 
dead. The assassin had fired tho shot 
from Sherill White's home. At ouch 
there was great excitement among

On Saturday the remaining Baker 
faetion were removed to Barbours- 
ville, a change of venue having been 
secured. They were accompanied by 
the State militia.

Take Notice. 

To Collector* of Internal Revenue: 

The act of June 13, 1S98, increase 
the number otjipteial taxpayers in thi 
country from 2:50,000 10 400,000. Thi 
large increase in the number of sue 
taxpayers, together with the delay in 
the preparation of the spccial- 
utanips necessary to accommodate 
them, very materially retarded the 
issue of *uch stamps at tho begin- 
ning of the current fiscal year. 

Arrangements have now been madt 
to anticipate the applications of spec- 
ill taxpayers for the coming fiscal 
year by placing a lull supply of 
special-tax stamps in the hands of 
each collector at an early date, not 
later than June 1, 1899. 

Collectors will avail themselves of 
every opportunity to acquaint the 
public with this fact by circulars, and 
through the public press, where infor- 
mation on this subject may be sought 
•s a matter of news. 

The attention of taxpayers should 
be called to the fact that while it ii 
possible for them to delay making 
returns and paying the tax through- 
out the month in which their business 
is commenced, at the same time the 
law required that they shall have 
apecial-tax stampa exhibited in their 
places of business, and heavy penal- 
ties are imposed for a failure to do so. 
Their attention should be further 
called to the fact that when they de- 
lay filing their applications and pay- 
ing the tax until the last days of June 
or the first days of July they will find 
a crowded and confused condition of 
things in the office of the collector 
which may prevent them from re- 
ceiving prompt attention, and which 
may result in subjecting them to vex- 
atious delays. 

In order to avoid this condition of 
things, special stamps will be supplied 
at the early date above indicated, and 
collectors will use every lawful means 
at their command to urge taxpayers 
to make returns and pay their taxes 
during the month of June, where 
euch action la possible.

The Weekly Bulletins of the Cli- 
mate and Crop Service of the West- 
ern Bureau show a general deterioa- 
tion of the wheat crop in the princi- 
pal winter wheat growing States. 

In Ohio there has been general fall- 
ing off In condition due to rust and 
the Hessian fly. The Indiana crop 
haB also suffered from the same cause . 
In Illinois there has been some im- 
provenient in early sown wheat,while 
the late now shows up very poor. 

In Kentucky the wheat crop has 
suffered a loss In coudition during the 
month. The condition averages 73, 
whilo on May 1st it was 80. By sec- 
tions tho following averages are 
shown: Western, 02; Central, 70; 
southeastern, 81. It should be noted 
that by far the highest average cou- 
dition is shown in the southeas 
section, where comparatively little 
wheat is grown. There is \ general 
complaint of "fly" In early wheat, 
Rust is also frequently reported, but 
so far is confined to the blades. Me- 
dium early wheat now promises the 
best yield. Late wheat is overrun 
with weeds. "Hoads short, low and 
thin on ground," is the expression 
most frequently used by correspond- 
ents in describing the condition of the 
crop. 

CORN. 

Both western and southern sections 
report corn planting not completed 
with close of month. In the central 
section corn is all above ground and 
some is quite forward. Much re- 
planting has been found necessary, 
due to defective seed. The acreage 
:ompared with acreage of 1898 is 92. 
The condition compared with average 
years is 84. The condition June 1, 
, was 82. The several sections 
show the followiug conditions: West- 
ern, 80 ; central, 85 ; southeastern, 86 
ho western section the crop ir 
many counties is getting foul, cultlva. 
tion being retarded by excessive rain 
fall. 

OATS. 

The oat crop is small in acreage, 
and appears to be receiving little at- 
tion. 

TOBACCO. 

Tobacco plants are plentiful and 
setting has been rushed. In some 
counties there was a lack of season 
until the closing days of the month. 
In Western Kentucky rain has pre- 
vented preparation of the ground. 
Per cent, of crop set prior to June 1st : 
In western section 48, central 53, and 
southeastern 35. Grasshoppers and 
cut worms have played havoc wi'h 
early set tobacco in a number of 
counties. Indications point to an av- 
erage acreage in tLe principal tobacco 
growing districts. 



There has been a decided decliue in 
fruit prospects during May. Apples 
have fallen off uutil the coudition 
(ompared with average years is but 
07, whereas it wbb 91 on May 1st. 
l'ears have declined from 09 to 47, 
aud grapes from 81 to 07.

According to appointment, there 
was a meeting of forty citizens at the 
Court House ou last Friday evening, 
the object of which was to take such 
steps as would result in our city se- 
curing other railway facilities. N. H. 
Trimble called the meeting to order. 
A. Hoffman was selected as chairman 
and B. W. Trimble secretary. 

The chairman gave a review of 
some of the past railroad history as 
pertained to this city, the lines which 
we had missed, and the roads now be- 
ing built aud projected in sections of 
country tributary to our county, and 
urged the importance of our city se- 
curing other lines if we are to retain 
our trade and increase our present 
volume. 

The chief speaker was H. Clay Mc- 
Kee. lie also reviewed Mt. Sterling's 
lost opportunities lor railroad connec- 
tion and urged that immediate action 
be taken by town people and fanners 
to secure other lines.

The treatment is by iuhal- 
ii of formaldehyde vapor. 



First— Our faith in bimetallism is 

vindicated by events. The necessity 
for the restoration of the double 
standard was acknowledged by the 
President and Cougress iu 1807, when 
a commission was sent to Europe to 
entreat other nations to aid in estab- 
lii-hing bimetallism, and the failure of 
he commission to secure European 
co-operation confirms the friends of 
freo coinage in their belief that relief 
can onlv come by the independent ac- 
tion of the United States. The pres- 
ent logical ratio of 1C to 1 is the only 
ratio at which bimetallism can bo re- 
stored, and opposition to it is confined 
to those who oppose bimetallism at 
any ratio, and to those who misappre- 
hend or ignore the reasons which led 
three national conventions to adopt il. 
That whatever paper money needs to 
be issued in this country to supple- 
ment a gold and silver currency 
should be issued by the Government 
of the United States directly, without 
tho intervention of any bank or cor- 
poration whatever. 

Second— We favor and rocommend 
the enactment by the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in 1000 ot the Chi- 
cago platform of 189G, without 
change. 

Third — We especially favor and re- 
commend the adoption by the Demo- 
cratic National Convention of 1900 the 
plank in the Chicago plat- 
form of 1896 without any change. 

Fourth— We believe that the trust 
is the result, iu large measure, of the 
methods that nave been used, among 
which is the demonetization of silver, 
by whicn the volume of enrrenov has 
been kept below the demands of busi- 
ness. We favor the destruction of the 
result as well as the removal of the 
causes. The establishment of inde- 
pendent bimetallism at 16 to 1 would 
do more to cripple or destroy the 
ganizatiou and the operation of the 
trust than any other single act, 
recommend, therefore, the adoption 
by the Democratic National Conven- 
tion of 1900 of an appropriate aud 
specific declaration against the organ- 
ization and existence of tho trust, and 
ipecific promise of legislative and 
executive action tending to their ex- 
termination. 

Fifth — We hereby express our con- 
tinued confidence in William Jen- 
nings Bryan, and favor his nomina- 
tion for the Presidency' of tho United 
Stales in 1900.
